burdens as well as the benefits of our 
soolety, aud intending’ that their posterity 
shall become an undistinguishabls part of 
our population, The iecent_movem nt of 
the Biroese to ‘our Pacific Coast partakes 
but little of the qualities of such an omi- 
ration, either io He purposes or ite rosult 
tis too much like an importation tobe 
weloomed without rostriction, too auch 
like an invasion to be looked upon without 
solicitude. Woe cannot consent to allow 
any form of servilo labor to be introduced 
among us under tho guise of immigration. 
Recognizing tte gravity of this subject, the 
present Admioistration, supported by Con- 
greas, has sont to China a Commission of 
digtinguished citizens for tho parposs of 
scenring such a modification of the exist. 
ing Troaty.as will prevent tho evils likely 
to nriso from the present situation, It is 
confidently believed thit these diplomatic 
negotiations will bo successful, without the 
loss cf commercial intercourse between the 
two Powers, which promiacs a groat increase 
of reciprocal trade, and, the enlargement of 
our markets, Should these efforts fail, {t 
will be the duty of Congress to mitigate 
the evils already felt snd prevent their 
increase by such restriction as, without 
viotence or Injustics, will place upon a sure 
foundstion the poecs of our communities 
and tho freedom and dignity of labor. 
We tako the following news from the 
Hawaiian Islands, from the Advertiver ; the 
facts are interesting in view of what we 
have previously written regarding the C. O. 
Moreno scheme :—The Assembly haa pass- 
ed the item in the Appropriation bill, “ For 
Foreign Steamship Lines, $24,000,” after 
an explanation by tho Miniator of tho In- 
terior, to the effect that the subsidy would 
not necessarily be paid to tho Pacific Mail 
line, He intimated that there was o pro- 
bability that the Australian Colonies would 
soon atop paying subsidies to that line, in 
which case the boats would be withdrawn. 
In the meantime he hoped that in the 
coureo of a year we should have a line of 
steamora of our own between Honolulu and 
San Franciaco. 
Ir is said that there is a strong consonsus 
of opinion among the political and military 
authorities at Simla in favour of a policy, 
having for its object our entiro withdrawal 
from Afghanistan. Of course the British 
troops will lesve Kabul ina few weoks for 
Jellalabad and the Khyber, which will be 
temporarily held, but it is added as ex- 
tremely probablo that we will give up con- 
trol of tho Kurram and Khost vaileys, 
which will be made indopendent principali- 
ties liko that of Kandahar, and governed 
by chiefs appointed by the British Govern. 
ment. The country between Landi Kotal 
and Safed Sang will alao be under an inde 
pendent chief.

TUE AFFORESTATION OF 
- HONGKONG. 2 

The following report by Mr C. Ford, 
the Superintendent of Gardens and Plaat- 
ations gn Afforestation in Hongkong, 
dated 15th May 1880, is published in 
Saturday's Gazette :—- 

1.—There are ten Governnlent nur- 
soriea situated in Hongkong and on 
the Kowloon peninsula, which comprise 
about 150,000 two-year-old trees, and 
small seedlings raised this year to supply 
about 250,000 trees for planting in 1881. 

2.—The 160,000 two-year-old trees 
now in the nuseries will bo nearly all 
planted during the next two months; 
60,000 trees have already been planted 
this year, and sites cown on the hills, 
where the soedlings will remain, for 
60,000 more, which will make a total for 
this year’s work of 270,000 trees, cover- 
ing an area of 245 acres. 

3.—In addition to Pinus sinensis, 
which has hitherto been chiefly used for 
the endowment of the hills with forest 
vegetation, seeds of several of the 
indigenous trees of other kinds, such as 
the Oaks, Tallow-tree, dc,, several species 
of Eucalypti, and other Australian trees, 
and the Japanese Pinus Massoniane, 
have been sown in the nurseries, 50 aa to 
afford more variety to the future planta- 
tions, as probably many kinds of trees 
not yet used may be found to succeed, 
and render the plantations more valuable 
and beautiful in years to come. 

4. Ifthe experiment which is being 
triod of sowing the seeds in situ proves 
successful, which it promises well to do, 
the cost of afforestation of the Island 
will be much reduced and the operations 
greatly accelerated, as I ostimate that 
with the like sum of $7,680 which was 
granted for each of the last two years, 
we shall be able to sow in situ seeda to 
cover 600 acres with trees, that is, about 
four or five times aa large an area aa 
could be accomplished by rearing trees 
in nurseries and transplanting. 

5. The work of afforestation can, no 
doubt, be greatly advanced by the co- 
operation of Chincse, who would, i? 
suitable encouragement be offered by the 
Government, undertake to plant large 
areas for the return of being allowed to 
use the thinninga of the trees undor 
certain regulations, for a certain number 
of years, say 15, when the plantations 
might revert to the Govorament, or be 
leased for an extended period, under 
euch a regulation, or modification, of it, 
as clauso No, 28 of the Mauritinua 
Ordinance No, 12 of 1872. There or 
four of the amall market gardeners at 
Kowloon have expressed themselves 
willing to plant 100,000 trocs next year 
under such an arrangement as the above, 
and one of the chiof contractora in 
Hongkong says that he would like to 
plant trees if the benofit could be secured 
to him fr 50 years, 

6, Accompanying this paper are some 
photographs representing portions of the 
work which has been and is being done 
in troe-planting. 

7. Nog. 1 and 2 roproscnt two of the 
nurseries, No, 1 isthe nursery on the 
Kowloon peninsula, and shows in the
